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Chancellor calls tech deal assumption a ‘mistake’

mistake I ever made as chancellor.”

Student leaders are trying something new in 
an effort to hit the ground running next semes- 
ter. Rather than wait until September to adver- 
tise and fill empty board positions, Associated 
Students Inc. is doing it right now.» 

“There is a learning: curve that comes with 
every board of directors,” said ASI President- 
elect Gary Davis. “If we can spend the summer 
building cohesiveness, building an action plan 
for next year, coming up withideas, learning the 
history of ASI — if we can get started in June 
rather than September, we can be more effec- 
tive as a board.” 

In last week’s elections, five directorships 
were without candidates. Additionally, twomore 
positions opened up Monday after the election 
complaint committee upheld two candidates’ 
disqualifications for election code violations. 

Last year, ASI tried to get a jump ahead by 
advertising open board positions through stu- 
dent mailings over the summer. This caused 
some controversy because, according to its 
operating rules, ASI was supposed to advertise 
vacancies in the student newspaper. A concern 
was that some students were not present over 
the summer to apply for the openings.

Reed said, “I first heard about CETI in 
November when somebody told me it 
was done. All of that work had not been 
done.” 

Reed did his best to explain the long- 
stalled, $365 million tech deal that would 
upgrade the CSU system’s technological 
infrastructure through a partnership with 
several major software and 
communcations companies.

Reed admitted the details were com- 
plicated, but was clear on one point. 

“In this world you never get anything 
for free,” Reed said. 

Since it was first made able, CETI 
has been widely criticized by faculty and 
students fearing corporate control of the 
classroom. Several student governments 
and academic senates in the CSU system 
have since drawn resolutions condemn-

ing the partnership. 

Reed agreed with CSU officials who 
contend these fears are unfounded. 

“Business could care less about our 
business,” Reed said. “They need to get 
a return on their capital.” 

Democratic gubernatorial candidate Al 
Checchi tackled the CETI issue in a tele- 
phone conference with student journal- 
ists yesterday, stating his approval of the

concept but disapproval of the deal’s 
progress. 
“This is a typical situation where 


. somebody has the right idea and no idea 


how to implement it,” Checchi said. 

The former CEO of Northwest Airlines 
described CETI’s current progress as being 
handled “ass-backwards.”

Checchi stresses his 
priority on education

Student leaders spent nearly an 
hour Wednesday hurling questions 
at the new boss of the California 
State University, Chancellor 
Charles Reed. 

Reed declared the state univer- 
sity system must increase access 
for more students — despite sev- 
eral CSU campuses reporting more 
than 80 percent of their incoming 
students require remedial education 


in English and/or math. 

“We can’t just close the spigot 
off,” Reed said. 

Instead he will focus on future 
teachers currently training in the 
CSU system, Reed said. 

“We are going to produce more 
teachers and try to establish a new 
and larger partnership with the pub- 
lic schools,” said Reed, who is the 
former chancellor of the Florida 


State University system.

ASI votes to pay committee chairs, workteams

The Associated Students Inc. 
board of directors approved a pro- 
posal Wednesday to pay students 
who chair committees and 
workteams. 

The legislation passed with a 6-3 
vote despite heavy objection by Kim 
Shaw, director of Mathematics and 


Sciences. 

“When I read this, I see students 
coming to ASI, saying that they want 
to head a workteam because they see 
they’re going to get paid,” Shaw 
said. “Who will decide the quality of 
work? Who will decide the amount 
of pay for the student?” 

President Sandra Schlemmer ini- 
tially questioned the proposal be- 
cause she felt it would take away 


from the volunteer aspect of ASI. 
However, she later changed her po- 
sition, stating ASI currently pays 
its committee student relations 
chair. 

“This is something we already do. 
This will just bring it to the board for 
approval,” Schlemmer said. 

Carmen Gonzalez, the current 
chair of student relations, said she 
supports the legislation, but made it 


clear workteams and committees are 
two totally different entities. 

“T think that the legislation should 
cover committees only. Anyone can 
come into ASI and form a workteam 
on anything. Committees are more 
formal.” 

The new legislation may give stu- 
dents who chair one internal commit-

Democratic gubernatorial candi- 
date Al Checchi doesn’t think his 
vast fortune gives him an unfair ad- 
vantage over his opponents. 

In fact, he sees himself at a disad- 
vantage. 

“It is very, very expensive and 
very, very difficult to challenge the 
status quo,” Checchi said in a phone 
interview with student journalists 
yesterday. “All I am doing is giving 
my fellow citizens another choice.” 

‘Checchi said career politicians such 
as his major opponents — Jane Harman, 
Gray Davis and Dan Lungren — are at 
the advantage because of the name 
recognition they have built up in their 
years of public service. 

Buthis opponent’s years also work 
to their disadvantage, the former CEO 
of Northwest Airlines said. 

“J must say I look at all the other 
people running and I must say they 
haven’t changed anything,” Checchi 
said. “If you like the last 25 years and 


you like the way the government is 
now, please don’t support me be- 
cause I am going to change it.” 

In his quest for the governorship 
Checchi has spent the last two years 
researching and touring the state look- 
ing for areas for improvement. 

“Tt is amazing the things you can 
do when you’re not out raising 
money,” he said. 

The results of the research has 
placed education at the top of his list. 

“If education is your priority, you 
have to manage to achieve your ob- 
jectives,” he said. “That is what I do 
professionally.” 

Checchi’s top educational objec- 
tive is the grades K-12. 

“TI come from a world where you 
get what you pay for,” Checchi said. 

Aside from increased funding for 
schools, Checchi said he supports 
unlimited charter schools, more 
power in the hands of local school, 
mandatory teacher testing and the 
end of all forms of social promotion.

After months of work, the Asso- 
ciated Students Inc. Finance and 
Budget Committee presented its 
proposed $4 million 1998/99 bud- 
get to the board of directors Wednes- 
day. 

The committee was forced to find 
ways to cover a projected $79,000 
shortfall. The result was a mix of 
program cuts, financial consolida- 
tion of some programs and a pro- 
posal to impose a 6-percent sur- 
charge to bring in additional rev- 
enue. 

ASI Executive Director Carol 
Ackerson said the surcharge is the 
same as the charges levied against 
other university offices. 

“The 6-percent administrative 
surcharge is something that all uni- 
versity offices do. It will bring ina 


projected $18,000,” Ackerson said. 

The committee recommended 
several programs receive less 
money than requested. Among these 
were the Festival of New American 
Music, the Office of Community 
Collaboration and miscellaneous in- 
ternal ASI programs. 

Richard Schiffers, associate di- 
rector of programs for the Univer- 
sity Union, said he was concerned 
about the committee’s proposal be- 
cause it included a cut to the 
UNIQUE Cultural Affairs Series’ 
budget. 

Schiffers said the cut in funds to 
the program — along with the failed 
referendum asking students for an 
$8 increase — would be a serious 
blow. 

“If we only receive 50 percent of 
what we’re requesting, combined 
with the failed vote to help the 
Union, it will really hurt our Cul-

tural Affairs Series that has been 
such a success,” Schiffers said.

“From the time the application 
was submitted in February, the first 
communication we had from the 
committee was a letter on Monday 
telling us the committee’s recom- 
mendation,” said Schiffers. 

Leonard Valdez, director of the 
Multi-Cultural Center, said he is 
fine with the funds allocated to his 
department, but is not satisfied with 
how they have to spend it. 

“The budget says that we have to 
give half our money to student sala- 
ries and half to honorariums. This 
is basically saying that we are trad-

By advertising forapplications now, 
ASI hopes to attract many students 
while they’re still on campus. 

“We’re trying not to alienate any- 
body. If we wait (until summer), we’d 
be alienating some students,”’ Davis 
said. “But brand new students 
wouldn’t be eligible anyway. -The 
bylaws say you have to have been a 
student here the year before.” 

According to Davis, the idea to 
take applications now for next year’s 
board came from ASI’s executive di- 
rector, Carol Ackerson. 

“We keep looking for ways to get 
more people involved,” Ackerson said. 
“Since we just had elections, it’s on 
everybody’smind. Peoplehave beencom- 
ing in and asking for applications.” 

Although ASIrecently adopted arevi- 
sion to the operating rules, giving the 
president the option to advertise through 
mailings, Davis said such means are ex- 
pensive and often go unread.

Gonzalez’s salary, but says pay 
will be determined on a number of 
issues.

“Committee chairs like Carmen 
are under daily evaluation,” 
Schlemmer added. “I would have 
no problem in firing her if she 
wasn’t doing her job.”

“The bottom line is we’re going to 
get three to four more months of work 
out of these people and it’s going to 
help ASI to be more effective,” he said. 

Davis and Ackerson have not yet set 
a deadline for applications, but said 
interviews will be held before the last 
day of school in case interested stu- 
dents leave for summer break. Ackerson 
said if the new board does not fill some 
of the empty positions when they as- 
sume office on or around June 1, ASI 
will wait until September to advertise 
again for the positions. 

“The summer is so key for ASI. If we 
wait until next semester, it will take for- 
ever to get things going. This is in the best 
interest of the students,” Davis said.

Literary journalism in history

“The Art of the Fact: A Histori- 
cal Anthology of Literary Journal- 
ism” is a collection of journalism 
by some of history’s greatest story- 
tellers. Tales of ordinary people and 
presidents are bound together in a 
hefty 588-page hardcover tome, 
published by Scribner last year. 

Compiled by two journalism pro- 
fessors at the University of Dela- 
ware, this anthology provides a 
bountiful cross section of the re- 
cently “discovered” genre of liter- 
ary journalism. The thread that runs 
through all of the works in “The Art 
of the Fact” is that they are all 
works of journalists — gatherers of 
facts — but resemble fiction in the 
details shown the reader. | 

Ben Yagoda, author of “Will 
Rogers: A Biography,” and Kevin 
Kerrane, who wrote “Dollar Sign 
on the Muscle: The World of Base- 
ball Scouting,” teach literary jour- 
nalism and couldn’t find adequate 
textbooks for their students. Their 
frustration at the photocopy ma- 
chine inspired the publication of 
“The Art of the Fact.” 

The book is divided into four sec- 
tions and the works within each are 
organized chronologically. Works by 
Defoe, Dickens, Stephen Crane and 
Jack London, among others, fill the 
“Pioneers” section that leads off the 


book. | 

“Telling Tales,” the second sec- 
tion, contains articles that recreate 
an event through interviews and fact 
gathering, such as the excerpt from 
Truman Capote’s “In Cold Blood.” 
Other writers sampled in this sec- 
tion also include Lillian Ross, Gay 
Talese and Tom Wolfe. 

In any section entitled “The Re- 
porter Takes the Stage,” an appear- 
ance from Hunter S. Thompson is 
required. The good doctor’s col- 
umn on President Nixon’s resigna- 
tion, “The Scum Also Rises,” is 
classic Thompson journalism. His 
counterparts in this section include 
Ted Conover and George Orwell. 

The “Style as Substance” chapters 
include Didion, Jimmy Breslin and 
Ernest Hemingway — all writers with 
distinct voices. This segmentalso high- 


lights the work of Hemingway’s third 


wife, Martha Gellhorn, one of the first 
female war correspondents. Her ar- 
ticles on families affected by the Span- 
ish Civil War brings home the horror of 
war in a way that cannot be ignored. 
Though Gellhorn is often dismissed as 
a social writer, her career covering 
wars spanned over four decades. 

Though “The Art of the Fact” is 
available at the CSUS Libfary, this 
treasure of writers is meant to be sa- 
vored over a long period of time. I 
would highly recommend buying it or 
risk the overdue fines when you find 
you cannot return it on time.

Five named to 


Hall of Fame

Bob Mattos — the winningest football 
coach in Sacramento State history —- and 
four former Hornet players were inducted 
into the Sac State Hall of Fame last Saturday. 

Donald Hair, Jeff HoffmanyGreg Robinson 


and Mark Young were also honored at the - 


induction ceremony and: Football Reunion, 
held at the Capitol Plaza Holiday Inn. 

In his 15. seasons as the Hornets’ coach, 
including the school’s only 10-win season in 
1988, Mattos compiled an 84-73-2 record. That 
year the Hornets went 10-3 and captured the 
NCAA Division II regional championships. 

After leaving Sac State, Mattos — who was 
a quarterback for Sac Statein 1962 and 1963 — 
moved on to the Canadian Football League, 
serving as a special teams coach for the Sacra- 
mento Gold Miners and San Antonio Texans. 

Hair, a star running back on the 1988 
squad, was the first scholarship athlete in Sac 
State football history and with 30 rushing 
touchdowns, tied the school record. Hair was 
a preseason All-American in 1988 and was 
named to the All-Western Football Confer- 
ence team three times during his career. 

It was Young, another player from the 
1988 championship team, whose game-win- 
ning touchdown — with 13 seconds to go — 
gave the Hornets their first Causeway Classic 
victory against UC Davis in 19 years. 

Young was named first-team all-confer- 
ence that season and was also named the 
team’s most valuable player. He later played 
two years of Arena Football for Chicago and 
Albany, N.Y. 

Hoffman, a center for the Hornets from 
1981 to. 1984, started all 44 games during his 
career at Sac State. He was named to the 
Division II All-American team in his final 
two seasons, and was voted the team’s most 
valuable lineman his final three seasons. 

Hoffman was signed by the New England 
Patriots as a free agent after finishing at Sac 
State, and played two seasons for the Seattle 
Seahawks. 

Robinson, who played for Sac State for 
two years after transferring from the Univer- 
sity of Nevada-Reno, was an Associated Press 
All-American and drafted in the 1985 Na- 
tional Football League draft along with team- 
mate Mike Black. 





World-class weight room instills pride

Every Monday through Friday, before the 
sun comes up, Sacramento State strength and 
conditioning coach Bob Visger arrives at his 
office to post the day’s weightlifting sched- 
ule. Visger is an assistant coach with the 
Hornet football team, and his office is the 
team’s weight room. 

It’s 5:30 am., but the 49-year-old doesn’t 
mind being up this early, at least not since his 
office was refurbished with $300,000 worth of 
donated building materials, weightlifting equip- 
ment and exercise machines. 

The 50-by-50-foot building was built by 
Sacramento Surge owner Fred Anderson for 
the Hornets, after the now-defunct World 
League football team took over the old weight 
room inside the Hornet Stadium field house. 
The Surge needed the space for an additional 


locker room. 
The new weight room stands just off to the 


side of the field house, on the south side of 
campus. From the outside, it looks like noth- 
ing more than a tin storage shed that Facilities 
Management might use to store lawn mow- 
ers. However; inside is a professional, health- 
club-like atmosphere, with mirrors and forest 
green carpeting along each wall, rows of 
gleaming white bench press racks, stacks of 


free-weights, and the smell of fresh paint and 


new vinyl. There’s even a booming sound 
system. 

“It’s a little taste of heaven,” said third- 
year offensive lineman Brandon Santos. 

“T really tried to build a state-of-the-art 
facility,” Visger said. 

Visger has been in the building business 
for over 20 years. He has managed his own 
construction firm, and put himself through 
college as a laborer. 

In addition to his construction business, 
Visger has been a coach at many different 
levels, including a six-year stint at Sacra- 


mento High School where he helped lead the 
Dragons to a 9-1 season, a Metro League 
Title and a playoff berth in 1992. 

Nowadays, though, it is Visger’s con- 
struction background thatis helping him build 
better athletes. 

“A weight room is critical to the develop- 
ment of any athlete, especially football,” 
Visger said. 

It was Visger’s contacts in the industry that 
helped make the new weight room a reality. 

Last April, the coach made phone calls to 
many former associates and to businesses 
owners in the community, requesting paint, 
lumber, lights, electrical work, heating and 
air conditioning, the works. Many of the 
people he talked with he had never met before 
— only one company turned him down. 

‘The community has stepped up big time to 
help us,” Visger said. “We have $300,000 here 
showing that the community is behind us.” 

One of the challenges in building the new 
facility was scheduling: the electrical wiring 
had to go in before insulation, drywall had to 
go up before they could paint, and the lighting 
and ventilation had to go up before the equip- 
ment was delivered. 

‘“‘When people are donating their time and 
labor, youcan’t schedule it the way you could 
if youhad acheckbook,” Visger said. “You're 
kind of at their mercy.” 

The most common comparison shared by 
many players who have transferred to Sacra- 
mento State from other universities is that the 
football team’s new weight room is “smaller 
but better” than what their previous school 
had to offer. . 

“Tt kicks Notre Dame’s butt,” said defen- 
sive lineman Joe Sarcinella, who attended a 
football camp hosted by the Fighting Irish. 

Sarcinella is a midyear transfer student 
and said the equipmentat his previous school, 
Boise State, wasn’t nearly as nice as Sac 
State’s.

Marshall breaks record; Elorduy 
homers off top of parking garage

Feeding off the momentum of last 
weekend’s series victory over Uni- 
versity of the Pacific, the Sacramento 
State baseball team continued to dis- 
play its offensive productivity with 
an 18-2 crushing of UC Davis 
Wednesday at Hornet Field. 

Dan Elorduy’s towering first-in- 
ning home run landed on top of the 
five-story parking structure behind 
left field, spearheading the Hornets’ 
21-hit attack. 

The Hornets — who have scored 
67 runs in their last four games — 
showed no mercy with their cause- 
way rivals, racking up back-to-back 
four-run innings. Heading into the 
seventh inning, Sac State led the 
Aggies 14-1. 

_ “This is the way we’ ve been play- 
ing for the past three weeks,” said 
head coach John Smith. “We have a 
pretty good chemistry going on and 
we've been putting a pretty good 
team on the field.” 

The victory gives the Hornets (22- 
28) momentum heading into this 
weekend’s pivotal series with Univer- 
sity of Nevada-Reno. Sac State is bat- 
tling the Wolfpack for first place in the 
Big West Conference North Division. 

“T’m extremely excited about play- 
ing in a series that has some meaning 
so close to the end of the season,” 
said Smith. “Whoever wins this 
weekend’s series has an advantage 
toward winning the North Division 


of our conference. 

“Right now we’re right where we 
want to be.” 

After an early-season foot injury, 
Elorduy has recovered well enough 
to contribute in a big way at the plate. 
After his opening blast, he went deep 
again in the third inning, giving him 
14 home runs on the season. 

“Danny’s having a great senior 
year,” said Smith. 

Brandon Marshall also had a big 
day, going 6-for-6 with a home run 
and two doubles. He also accounted 
for half of the Hornets’ final tally 
with four RBI and five runs scored. 

‘“He’s as steady as they come 
from start to finish,” said Smith of 
Marshall. “He comes right back ev- 
ery game.” 

The starting pitchers for the Hor- 
nets consisted of a rotation that com- 
bined to keep the Aggies’ batting 
lineup off-balance. 

Allan Paisano recorded three 
strikeouts over two innings of work, 
while Todd Zancaner earned his sec- 
ond victory of the season. Four other 
Sac State pitchers assisted in shutting 
down Davis. 

The Hornets will travel to Reno 
for three games beginning Friday at 
2:30 p.m., and continuing Saturday 
and Sunday at 1 p.m. on both after- 
noons. 

This weekend’s series was origi- 
nally scheduled to be played at Sac 
State, but poor conditions at Reno’s 
field earlier this season forced the 
teams to switch the two series.

most other schools don’t have,’ 
Sarcinella, referring to the “Colorado Power 
Machine” anda “plate-loaded” incline bench 
press. Both are pieces of equipment the Hor- 
nets acquired in the off-season. 

The CPM is specifically designed to help 
football players explode off the line and use 
proper attack angles. It simulates the actual 
movement off the ball by down lineman. 

The “plate-loaded” incline press develops 
chest strength from several different angles. 
Visger said this is especially helpful for play-

ers with shoulder injuries. 


Visger, who visited other Big Sky Confer- 


ence facilities, said the Hornets’ weightroom 
is half or one-third the size of many of the 
other schools’, but said he prefers the inti- 
mate environment. 

“We get a chance to get closer with the 
players, and the players get closer with each 
other,” Visger said. “With a 10,000-square 
foot facility you can’t be nght next to each 
player or within ear-shot of him. You can’t 
get that special one on one chemistry.” 

During each session Visger makes his 
rounds, talking with players at each station

offering advice on lifting techniques as well as 
words of encouragement. 

The team has two other new machines — a 
gold-colored bench press and squat rack. The 
gold equipment has been given a place of honor 
in the center of the room, and is used only on 
very special occasions. 

Every eight weeks, players are weighed and 
have their body fat measured. Afterwards, they 
gather around the gold equipment to watch their 
teammates attempt to break a personal or school 
record. 

Music blasts in the background and players 
shout as their fellow Hornets struggle to push 
the weight up. 

““There’s more going on in this weight room 
than just lifting weights,” Visger said. “We’re 
really trying to build pride.” 

Part of that pride building means that players

mustarrive no later than 6a.m. At 6:01 the doors 
to the weight room are locked and they have to 
make up the workout later. 

Most of the team’s 65 members attend the 
morning lift, but there is also an afternoon session 
for those players who can’t make the morning 
workout because of their class schedule. 

The Hornets are required to wear only school 
colors — gray, white, green and gold — while 
using the facility. They must put all the equip- 
ment back in its original position. 

“To play well you have to be disciplined,” 
Visger said. “I don’t know how many teams are 
doing this, but at least we’re doing it.” 

Coaching atCSUS and getting the weightroom 
built has special meaning for Visger. He graduated 
from Sacramento State in 1971 with a bachelor’s 
degree in social science. He also played linebacker 
for the Hornets from 1966 to 1968. 

“T never dreamed when I was a player that I 
would be able to come back here and coach, 
Visger said. 

“This is my gift to the university. My life 
would be totally differentif I hadn’tcome to Sac 
State and played football.”

Stop the degrading of women at

In Peru there are hundreds of “presos inocentes” 
(“innocent prisoners”) falsely accused of terrorism- 


related offenses and held unjustly in jails. Three 


such prisoners are Mirtha Ira Bueno Hidalgo, 
Celia Huamani Aponte, and Violeta Robles 
Palomino. Amnesty International believes 
that these women are unfairly imprisoned 
by Peru’s recent anti-terrorism legislation. 

The new laws fail to meet international 
fair trial standards. In the last few months 
several hundred “innocent prisoners” have 
been released but the unjust laws that put 
them in prison remain. Unless the laws 
are brought into line with the interna- 
tional fair trial standards the number 
of “innocent prisoners” will continue 
to grow. 

Amnesty International is working 
to free these three women and to 
push for change in Peru’s unjust laws 
so others will not have to suffer. 
Amnesty International has had suc- 
cess in freeing “innocent prisoners” 
in all parts of the world since 1961. 
The organization calls them “prisoners 
of conscience” — persons who are “im- 
prisoned for their beliefs, color, sex, eth- 















advertisers such as City Limits and Risky Business just so 
they can keep the paper running. 

Is this what CSUS is teaching its students — that 
making a fast buck is the bottom line and morals and 
standards are secondary? My question is — why do 
women even need to go to school when they have, 
according to the ad, “the opportunity of great money” by 
selling their sexuality at City Limits? When will women 
be able to be respected and appreciated for their minds 
and intellect and not for their bodies at “Amateur Topless 
Contests” Wednesday nights? As a woman and student 
looking to enter the work force soon, the State Hornet’s 
decision to run this ad gives me no hope that the dominant 
ideology in America will ever change. 

I urge you, as president of this university, to look into 
allocating sufficient funding to the State Hornet so they 
do not have to rely upon advertisements degrading to 
women, especially to the hard-working and intelligent 
women of CSUS.

not used nor advocated violence.” Amnesty Inter- 
national also works to end torture, executions, 
political killings and “disappearances” as well 
as ensuring fair and prompt trials for all politi- 
cal prisoners. 

Amnesty International achieves these goals 
primarily through letter-writing cainpaigns. Or- 
dinary people from all countries around the world 

are asked to simultaneously send letters to a par- 
ticular country to free an “innocent prisoner,” to end 
suffering, or to save a life. In just the last few 

weeks men and women have gone free in 
Cuba, Korea, and Nigeria. 

Now is the time to send letters to 
Peru. Youcan pick up a sample letter at 
the Multi-Cultural Center or the Stu- 
dent Access Center in the Library. All 
the details are on the back of each 
sample letter. If you are too busy to 
write a letter then just photocopy the 
sample letter, sign it, and mail it.

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REED: New chancellor would like to 
change CSU’s retirement system

Responding to questions about faculty 
diversity, Reed blamed CSU’s retirement 
program for the fact the system’s faculty 
does not mirror the ethnic makeup of its 
student body. 

“There are too few minority faculty mem- 
bers and too many institutions,” the new 
chancellor said, asserting that teaching can- 
didates around the nation shy away from 
CSU schools for fiscal reasons. 

Despite the CSU’s high demand for mi- 
nority teachers out-of-state faculty are hesi- 
tant to apply because transferring toa CSU 
campus would not allow them to collect 
previously accrued retirement benefits, 

Reed said.. 

Reed said he would like to see the retire- 
ment system changed, but would not at- 
tempt to tackle the issue this year. 


The growing percentage of part-time 
faculty in the CSU system — a cause of 
complaint for many students — will most 
likely remain level, Reed predicted. 

The chancellor also said it is important 
not to discount the knowledge brought to 
campuses by part-time faculty. 

He called CSUS’ capital location an 
advantage in attracting part-time instruc- 
tors with real-world expertise — compar- 
ing Sacramento to Washington, D.C., where 
he enjoyed positive experiences with part- 
timers during his college years at George 
Washington University. 

However, Ayme Reed, vice president of 
the Panhellenic Council, said Reed’s com- 
parison was not well-researched. 

“He thinks that because we are in the 
state capital, we have all these teachers 
who want to work at CSUS,” she said. “I 
don’t think that he realizes we have an

Checchi said the deal should 
have been made with more stu- 
dent and faculty input. 

Reed placed the blame of the 
deal’s latest holdup on two of the 
original partners: Microsoft and 
Hughes. 

“Microsoft and Hughes could 
not figure out what a partnership 
was,” Reed said. “If you are not 
going to back the debt and you're 
not going to put in the capital, 
that’s not a partnership.” 

Reed said Microsoft 
Hughes’ departure — leaving only 
GTE the project’s major backer, 
and Fujitsu — has left the pro- 
posed partnership strapped for cash. 

CSU officials see CETI as the 
only way the university system 


and 


can move its technological infra- 
structure into the 21st century. 

Reed said he intends to con- 
tinue to try to holding the exist- 
ing partnership together and may 
offer other corporations the op- 
portunity to join. He stressed the 
point that no deal like this had 
ever been made before. 

Gary Davis, the Associated 
Students Inc. president-elect sym- 
pathized, with Reed’s situation. 

“I would hate to be in his 
shoes,” Davis said. 

Reed said if the deal ultimately 
failed he would be forced to look 
to other sources for cash. 

“TI could go the California state 
Legislature and ask for $300.mil- 
lion,” he said. 

He said he would also consider 
asking students to chip in.

At the same time he stressed the impor- 
tance of a well-funded CAL Grant program 
for potential California college students. 

No student who is qualified to attend 
one of California’s universities or col- 
leges should be denied because of finan- 
cial reasons, Checchi said. 

Checchi also stressed the need for di- 
versity in the higher education systems, 
while reaffirming his opposition to Propo- 
sition 209, the initiative that ended Affir- 
mative Action in California. 

Checchi said if elected governor he 
would to like increase the diversity of the 
state government.
